The southern and northern sec- 
tors of the Sinai front were relative- 
ly quiet yesterday, with both sides 
concentrating their efforts on the 
central sector. 

Egypt's defences on the west 
bank of the Canal are reported to 
be thinly spread. Most of their 
armour was transferred to the Is- 
raeli side in the early days of the 
campaign. They are now believed 
to have moved up some of the 
armour originally kept in reserve 
for the defence of Cairo. Egypt is 
now believed to have a maximum 
of 600 tanks operational on the east 
bank, about half of the estimated 
1,200 with which they crossed in 
the first few days of the war. 

Despite the ‘high price the Egyp- 
tians have paid in the recent fight. 
ing, there is no baste here to foresee 
an imminent collapse of the Egyp- 
tian army. The bulk of their air 
force is intact. 

Apart from providing an umbrella 
and close support for the Israeli 
offensive in the central sector, the 
Air Force yesterday also attacked 
airfields, anti-aircraft batteries and 
Military targets alomg ithe Gulf of 
Suez.

340 SOVIET TANKS

Swiss Jewry said 
solidly behind Israel 


age of 65 from a heart attack, 
during the meeting of Swiss Jew- 
ish leaders discussing the emerg- 
ency fund drive. 

So far, the 2,000 Jews of Geneva 
have given six million Swise francs 
(about IL8m.) to the emergency 
fund, and a ijady from Berne has 
donated about IL1.3m. This was 
only the start, and Mrs. Nordmann 
believed that the drive would bring 
in considerable sums for Israel as 
it realy got underway. 

A major task on her return was 
to involve Jewish youth in Israel's 
struggle. “Its not good enough to 
talk in terms of money. We have to 
win our local struggle for Jewish’ 
youth's identification with israel,” 
she said. 

Mrs. Nordmann noted the Swis 
Government was maintaining its tra- 
ditional neutrality in the war. There 
was little manifestation of any par- 
ticular concern in Swiss public 
opinion. But the Swiss press pre- 
sented a fair picture of the Middle 
East war situation, with the German 
language press outstandingly sym- 
pathetic towards Israel's battles. 

She also reported on the revival 
of the pro-Israel organization oper- 
ating among non-Jews, which was 
originally formed during the Six 
Day War. 


In Geneva, the Presidium of the 
World Federation of Sephardi Com- 
munities on Tuesday condemned 
“the cowardly and sacrilegious at- 
tack by Egypt and Syria upon the 
State of Israel, unleashed on Yom 
Kippur, the most holy and sacred 
day in the Jewish calendar.”
